This new air ship is rt- lozenge shape 
frame, covered w ith CAnvosa, flfty-feet 
in length and twenty-six In diam eter iu 
the middle, tapering gradually towards 
the ends. .U nder tlic ship is attached 
a cabin or car six feqt deep, ten feet long 
and eight feet in width, which cantatas 
the propelling m achinery. The motive 
power consists of two Erric^on propellers 
made of strong wood, four feet in diam ­ 
eter, and lítese are worked In the present 
machine by haud power, m aking one 
buudred and sixty revolutions per m in­ 
uto. The whole is stoered by nieaus of 
a long rudder, shaped like a broad bladed 
boat oar, which extends out in the rear 
from the car. It isto carry, besides the 
weight of m achinery, three or four per­ 
sons, who will find Beats in the caf. The 
giachine was built for a combination of 
gentlemen iu Bethlehem , aud it Is ex­ 
pected th at a rate of speed from three 
to five miles an hour will be obtained 
against an ordinary current of air.

Kuowing full well to object was 
useless, the planter resorted to a ruse to 
save his crop, and to prevent a wagon 
load of “suffrage" lying around loose on 
his plantation. He took out of his pock­ 
et a loiter, and told (he delegation that 
It was seut him to be read to them, from 
the SuperhUendeut of the railroad, an­ 
nouncing th at the ear containing their 
suffrage had broken down on the route, 
and would not be In Montgomery.

H aving declared that the principles of 
ttye Declaration of independenee should 
be made a "living reality on every inch 
of American soil," they put io nomina­ 
tion a m ilitary chieftain wlio stands at 
the head of that system of despotisms 
that crushed beneath Its feet the greatest 
principle of the Declaration of Indepen­ 
dence. 
[Cheers.] To-day, in some of 
the States, it is held hy«iuilitary orders 
lo be a crime to speak out the indigna­ 
tion snd {jontetmit which bum within 
the bosdhi or patriotic men. 
If to-mor­ 
row .» m ilitary order should be put forth 
in that State whero the asbei of W ash­ 
ington ¿rp entombed, th at It should be 
an otfeuee to declare that the m ilitary 
should*ever be subordinate to the civil 
authority, to spetfk out the sentim ent 
that it was a disgrace to our county to let 
hordes of officials eat up the sustenance 
of tho people, lie who uttered these words 
could be dragged to prison from the very 
grave where líe the remains of tho author 
of the Declaration of Independence — 
[Loud cheers. ] —- 
From this outrage- there could ho no 
appeal to the coarts, and*,the Republican 
eaudidato for the Presidency has accept­ 
ed a position 'Which lpakevthe rlghU und 
liberties of a' large share of our people 
dependent upou hi» will. [Applause.] 
In view of those-things, can there be 
one.man in this Convention who can let 
a personal ambition, a passion, a preju­ 
dice, turn him aside one h air’s breadth 
in his efforts to wipe off the wrongs and 
outrages th at disgrace ouz country?— 
[Cheers.] Can there be one rnau whose 
heart is so dead to qll that U great aud 
notde iu patriotism , tbqt he will hot 
gladly sacrifice alt other things for the 
sake of hie oou.Qtry—its liberties and it» 
greatness. Cau we suffer any prejudices 
growing out of past differences or opin­ 
ion to hinder us uniting now w ith all 
who will act w ith us to save the couutry. 
[Cheer».] We m eet to-day to see w hat 
measures can be tukeu to avert the dan­ 
ger» which threaten our couutry aud to 
rejieve it from the toils and burthens 
resulting from bod governm ent and uu- 
wise oounsels. 
I thank God that tbestrife of a raí» has 
ceased and that once more in the great 
Convention» of our party we can caU 
through the whole roll of states and fiud 
men to answer to each. 
Time and events in the great cycles 
have brought us to this spot, to renew 
and relil vigórate th at constitutional gov­ 
ernm ent which nearly eighty years ago 
was inaugurated in this city. 
[Loud 
cheers.] I t was here th at George W ash­ 
ington—the first President—swore to 
"preserve, protected and defend" the 
OrtnetRutlop of these United State*.— 
[Cheers.] And.here this day w eassolem n­ 
ly pledge ow eelVoe to uphold the rights 
and liberties of the American people. 
Then, as 
now, 
a 
great* war 
had 
desolated our land. Then as now, there 
was iu every patriotic breast a longing 
for the blessing Of good góvernm ent, for 
the pruteerion-of laws «nd-for sentim ents 
of fraternal regard aud affection among 
the inhabitants of all the States or this 
Union. W hen our governm ent in l?8& 
was inaugurated lo this pity, therp were 
glad processions of m en, ana those m ani­ 
festations o f grattt joy w hich a people 
ahow when they feel th at an event has 
happened which is to give lasting bless­ 
ing» to the hind. fCncef».] To-day, iu: 
this same spirit, this vast assemblage 


meets, and th» streets of this city are 
tbrunged w ith men w ho have come from 1 
the utmost borders oT our oóntlncnt.— 
They are filled w ith hope th at we are 
about, by e a r action, to bring bank the 
blessing» of good governm ent. I t Is 
among the happiest omens Which in ­ 
spirit us now, tliat those who fought 
bravely in our Jalo eivti war ora foremost 
iu their-dem ands th a t Tnere shall be 
peace in our laud. The passion* of bate 
and malice may linger In m eaner breasts, 
but waflntV ourselves upheld in our gen­ 
erous purposes by those whoshowod true 
courage, and.m pnhood on the fields of 
battle. 
[Cheers.] Xn the spirit theu of 
George W jphingtoii, »oJ of the Patriots 
of the Revolution, let u» take the steps 
to reinaugúrate our governm ent, to start 
it once again on Its course to greatness 
and protq>eritY. [Loud cheer».] May 
Almighty Gou give us the wisdom to 
rtarry out our purpcwe, to give every 
.State of our Uuiou the blessings of peace, 
good order, and fraternal affection. 
Mr. Seymour closed amid great cheer­ 
ing. 
From Pennsylvania, Hon. John L. 
Dawson was reported as Vice President 
and George M. Reilly aa Secretary. 
Ex-Gov. Richardson, of Illinois, ex- 
Gov. Bigler, of Pennsylvania, and others, 
offered resolutions, w hich were referred 
to the committee, w ithout being read. 
Resolutions from the National Labor 
Conventiou were sent up and read, favor­ 
ing the paym ent of public and private 
debts in greenbacks, and received with 
general cheeriug, as also was one against 
further grants of public lands to private 
corporations, and favoring their reserva­ 
tion for distribution to actual settlers 
A letter was received with great laugh­ 
ter from Susan B. A nthony, of the 
W omen’s Suffrage Association, urging 
the claims of women to participate in 
elections., Referred. 
Mr. Tilden, of New York, offered a res­ 
olution adm itting delegates from the 
Territories to honorary seals iu the Con­ 
vention. Agreed to. 
The Chairm an of the Committee on 
Credentials reported th at (nil delegations 
were present from .every State in the 
Union. 
Mr. Kerr, of Petiuw'Ivauia, offered a 
resolution that it U^the duty of every 
friend ol constitutional govern m entto sus­ 
tain the Presldfekt in his efforts to stem 
the tide of Radical usurpation, aud com­ 
m ending him for his course. [Cheers.] 
The resolution was referred. 
Mr. W right, of Delaware, offered a res­ 
olution providing for a committee of oue 
from each State to constitute a National 
Executive Committee. Adopted. 
Mr. K ali, of New York, offered a-reso­ 
lution declaring th at the thanks of the 
nation are due to C hief Justice Chase for 
his ability aud fidelity to his. constitu­ 
tional duty in presiding over the Court 
of Im peachm ent ^[Prolonged cheers.] 
Mr. R&udall, of Pennsylvania, offered 
a resolution iu favor of increasing the 
pensiónate soldiers and sailors, by pay­ 
ing them In gold or its equivalent.

A delegate from K eutucky moved 
resolution requesting the President of the 
United States to i»*ue a proclamation of 
universal amnesty. 
Mr. Dawson, of Penusylvania, asked 
an immediate vote on the re»olutiou, aud 
it was adopted, with a few dissenting 
votes. 
The Convention 
adjourucd until 4 
o’clock—at w hich hour it again assem­ 
bled. Ou taking the eliair, Mr. Seymour 
was greeted w ith three cheers.

Each del- 
egaiiou, carried the , bulliet-iiol^^h aud 
hlood-siaincd flogs which were borne by 
them on the battle-field.

Gen. John A. McClcrnand, of llliuois, 
was chosen temporary Chairm an, aud 
ably addressed, the Convention. Gen. 
Thomas Ew ing, Jr., of Kausas, made an 
eloquent speech. Gen. Lewis D. Camp­ 
bell, of Ohio, offered a series of resolu­ 
tions, whi<?h were adopted, pledging ¿lie 
ConveuUon to tlie support of the ltosti- 
neea of the Democratic National Con­ 
vention, and a committee was appointed 
to present the resolutions to that body.

sucoeed. ICHteatl of letting (lie groum^ 
, riat, as it 1s termed, in a fallowed state, 
It U made to furuish an extra crop, count­ 
ed miso much clear gain'. It would be ab­ 
surd to assume that a crop of anything,- 
drawing nourishment frdm the soil, does 
not weaken, ¿tail, Its productive force, 
unless It can be shown that with the draft 
wads these is.eoopled a compensating 
power which ‘serves to balance the ac­ 
count. This restoring force is ascribed 
to buckwheat by many who' have grown 
tbe priicle and, watched the effect on the 
subsequent crop.. On a certain occasion a 
• • field of ten acres—an old pasture—was 
summer-fallowed quite early. It was a 
heavy clay ¿oil, and after it had been 
turned over a couple of weeks, two acres 
of it were sown to buckwheat. It was 
Wett harrowed, In the direction of the 
furrows, and a very tolerable seed bed 
secured. The result was a good yield of 
tiuckwheat, while that of the winter va­ 
riety, which followed; was one-quarter 
better on the buokwheat grauud than 
that on the portion ^fhich wa&allowed to 
rest-afid recuperate In fallow. -The sto­ 
len crop seemed to give u liveliness and 
elasticity to the soil of the section used, 
. which the fellow rest failed to Impart to 
’the remainder.—Rural New Yorker.

Nothing should be more encouraging 
to the bolder of Impoverished lands thau 
tiio remarkable restoration so frequently 
accomplished by what would seem very 
• Inadequate mean»—a few bushels of lime 
orgueAo, er plaster, making all tbedlf- 
í ference, in a short time, between what 
seemed to be sterility and a high degree 
of fertility. Take, for Instauce, the ef­ 
fect produced by lime, which, though 
applied In much larger quantity thapina- 
other ;fertilisers,' is. extremely small 
in comparison of the great mass of earth 
it {supplied to. We find It, under Judi­ 
cious management, ohangiug the whole 
character of the surface soil and its pro­ 
ductions, Loth as to* quality and quantity 
of the latter. Two or three bushels of gyp­ 
sum (sulphate of lime) produces on sora^ 
soils the saine and even great effect. A 
• dusting .of Peruvian guano ¿jnpkes the 
Increase of the fl/st crop four, five aud 
, even ten-fold. 
. . 
-Now, it Is well known^th&t it is not 
theadlUtióital matter that adds so much 
' to the crop. It' Is the action, mainly, 
which Itjbrlngs about upon thd already 
_ present constituents of the soil. Lime, 
for instance, is often added, when there 
is quite enough already in the soil for all 
the purposes of crop food ; yet there Is 
mi .action brought about in the soil 
making It' capable of production un­ 
known to it before.. All the elements of 
fpod were present in sufficient quantity,, 
but they needed some “moving of the; 
watétt” to Imbue them with life-giving; 
- power—some change in their combinp' 
tlons and relations, which the added .ele­ 
m ent caused. Sometimes, Indeed, this 
change 1» not Immediate or direct, ijul- 
' phate of lime will have no effect, it may 
be, op a crop of wheat to which 
It may be applied, but makes the crop\of 
clover whiuh follows; and that given 
back to the soil, it ijas all the ejoujeots 
of fertility in full play. -Yet nothing 
but the bushel or two of sulphate of 
Jime hak been added. It Is stiM the old 
field, with its undeveloped capabilities 
bmught luto action by an. extremely 
cheap and simple expedient. 
But we are too apt to say, when we 
see a neighbor take the start of us in 
Buch Improvement, that his land is nat­ 
urally bettei than our*. It cannot be 
doubted that there aro material differeu- 
eee in the natural constitution of soils. 
But it moat at least be proved, by a 
proper trial, that yours may not be im­ 
proved by th e same means as your 
neighbor’s, or by some other means as 
effective, which are not yet tried, Or not 
yet* possibly, (Jisoovered.- We know of 
no land, that should be abandoned to 
hopeless sterility. 


. r n l P K i n a m o n g s t c o r n . 


" Almost oil ‘'old-fashioned farmers” 
take off a crop of pumpkins from their 
corn-fields, much to the annoyance of 
the theorist, who demonstrates to bis en­ 
tire satisfaction that the one crop must 
detract from the full force of the other. 
Bat the most careful experiments show 
• no loss to the corn. The same weight 
results feem on- sere, with or without 
the pumpkins. It does at first thought 
seem as if it ought not be so. If it takes 
Justaojpianj bushels of corn to fatten a 
hog, it Is'hot clear how we are to fatten 
two from tbe^am e quantify. This is 
the argument of the theorizer. But the 
facts are as'we have stated; and the rea- 


roh probably is, that the pumpkin and 
corn feed ou entire!/ different foods in 
the aoil, so that the one can go on with­ 
out theother.— Western JturaL
